MOSCOW, July 3% (Friday )-—()

day that Red army soldiers and

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


WILSON’S VISION WASHINGTON, July 2.—In the light of 

world events as they have since material- 
ized, too much cannot be said for the prophetic vision and infinite 
understanding of the American temper shown by Woodrow Wilson 
nearly 23 years ago. 

At the time he was seeking to have the senate approve the 
League of Nations protocol as a means of pre- 
serving the victory we had just won in World 
War No. 1. -The senate was adamant. A ‘“‘band 
of willful little men” set upon the League as 
something to epitomize America’s reaction to 
the war and the war administration. All of 
the hatreds of the past eight years were loosened 
against the League, an instrument for the forced 
maintenance of peace. : 

In an effort to arouse support from the 
country, Mr. Wilson-set out upon a nation-wide 
tour in September, 1919.

“We do not stand off and see murder done. 

We do not profess to be the champions of liberty and then consent 
to see liberty destroyed. We are not the friends and advocates of 
free government and then willing to stand by and see free gov- 
ernment die before our eyes. 

“If a power such as Germany was, but thank God no longer is, 
were to do thisthing upon the fields of Europe, then America would 
have to look to it that she did not do it also upon the fields of: 
the Western Hemisphere, and we should at least be face to face 
with a power which at the outset we-could have crushed, and which 
now it is within our choice to keep within the*harness of civiliza- 
tion.” 


FALSE PROPHETS Precisely what Mr. Wilson foresaw has 
happened. We did not keep Germany in 


Within 
an amazingly short time she did proceed to rearm, in violation of 
all provisions of the Treaty of Versailles. She did embark on another 
program of aggrandizement and aggression. 

And the American people, just as Mr. Wilson proclaimed, re- 
fused to sit by silently and see free governments destroyed. Once 
the war broke anew, we immediately set about to repeal the neu- 
trality act and all the other innocuous measures which the false 
prophets of peace had put upon our statute books during the era 
of isolation. | 

The spirit of freedom which has come to be a fundamental part 
of America could not be silenced while other countries were being 
ruthlessly overrun and destroyed. It was not silent when the 
Italians, under the blustering Mussolini, overran the half-civilized 
little country of Ethiopia, about which half of our people had never 
heard before. We were not silent when the Germans and Italians 
began meddling in the Spanish civil war. The plight of the Chinese 
resisting Japanese aggression commanded our sympathies. 

Finally, when the thing broke again in Europe, we had to, as 
Mr. Wilson foresaw we would, throw overboard our isolation and 
take steps to meet it in the Western Hemisphere. But even before 
we could prepare ourselves to meet it, the war came to us. 

Future historians will ponder the incalculable disaster that has 
been brought upon the world by the failure of the Allied powers 
to enforce the League as an instrumentality of peace after the last 
war. The League might have functioned as it was designed by 
President Wilson to function if we had assumed our position of 
responsibility among the nations of the world.

Improved Conditions, 
Marketing Agreement 
Seen as Big Aids. 
MACON, Ga., July 2.—(#)—Fa- 
vored with improved conditions 
over last year and operating un- 
der a federal marketing agree- 
ment for the first time, Georgia’s 


peach industry is well into one of | 


its most prosperous seasons. 

The crop is more on schedule 
than it was in 1941 when it was 
late and marketed along’ with 
crops from other sections.
